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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6, 9-16, 18-22 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Lamkin et al. (2006/0161635) 

As to claim 1 , Lamkin teaches a network layer (Fig. 1) for multimedia data 
service, comprising: 

Controller for communicating with a requestor, where the request of data 
includes source id 

The source can identify the source of the content if available and/or the device 
from which the content is obtained or created, [par.0089]. 

Based on the distribution list, the network identifies the client devices and storage 
devices that are to receive the content. The network then initiates the distribution, 
schedules a distribution [ par.0105] 

Processing Requester id and content id 

client servers or controllers 122 to distribute, receive, control, update, provide 
and coordinate access to content, coupled to client devices to receive and/or access 
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some content , similarly, content can be received from the client devices and stored in 
the client servers. 
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As to claims 2-3, Lamkin teaches building a request based on the data input 
(Fig. 5) and where the file format includes XML (par.00155). 
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As to claim 4-6, Lamkin teaches where the systems in the information layer 
comprise main frame computer and servers etc (Fig.1). 

As to claims 9-12, Lamkin teaches xml profile for source/client/data identifier 
(Fig.5). 

As to claims 13-14, Lamkin teaches local and remote content sources (Fig.1). 

As to claim 15-16 and 18-21 Lamkin teaches where the system is a computer 
and a server and direct connection between the requestors and the client device(Fig.1 , 
122). 

As to claim 22, Lamkin teaches where a plurality of client devices are connected 
to the network. 

Claim 39 is analogous to claim 1 and rejected by Lamkin for the foregoing 



reasons. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-38 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the claims are allowable because Lamkin doesn't teach the steps performed to 
obtain data as recited in the claims. 

Claims 7, 8 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
